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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-18 and 20, drawn to a microscope having a thin sheet-like 



Group II, claim 19, drawn to a microscope having a charge-coupled mirror. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The use of a charge- 
coupled device as defined in the Group II is not related to the use of a thin sheet-like 
mirror for guiding light as defined in the Group I, and the device of the Group II does not 
need to use a thin sheet-like mirror as defined in the Group I. 

3. If the invention of the group I is elected then the following restriction on the basis 
of Species is applied. 

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows:

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Species (A) directs to the use of a thin sheet-like mirror having a taped end, i.e., 
the width of the tip of the mirror is narrower from one end to another end; and 
Species (B) directs to the use of a thin sheet-like mirror having a rectangular 
shape.

6. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The use of a mirror 
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having a narrow end will provide different manner for controlling the light direction from 
that having a rectangular shape at one end. 

7. If the invention of the Species (B) of the Group I is elected then the following 
restriction on the basis of Species is applied. 

8. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Species (B1 ) directs to the use of a plurality of mirrors; and 
Species (82) directs to the use of a half mirror.

1 0. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The use of a plurality 
of mirrors have different structure in arrangement inside a system and for controlling the 
direction of light inside the system from the use of a half mirror.
